BY PRO-GERMANS IN 1916. 

San Francisco, Cal, April 
5.—(Special to The Atlanta 
Constitution.)—Several hundred 
democrats opposed to President 
Wilson as a candidate for re- 
election met March 22, 1916, in 
the civic auditorium, San 
Francisco, and under the lead-, 
ership of Daniel O’Connel, in- 
dorsed United States Senator 

| Hoke Smith of Georgiea-as their 
candidate for president, named 
delegates to national democrat- 
ic ¢canvention and adopted a 
platform denunciatory of the 
national democratic adminis- 
tration. ' 

O’Connell has since been con- 
victed of obstructing the ‘draft 
law and is out of prison pend- 
ing an appeal to the United 
States supreme court. 

The assembly adopted the ti- 
tle of the democratic state con- 
vention of 1916. 

MET TO PROTEST 
AGAINST WILSON. 

O’Connell opened the meetfrg 
with the announcement that it 
had been fostered by the 
Amé@rican Independence Union, 
and was a convention of demo- 
crats who were protesting 
against Woodrow Wilson and 
desired to name “some patriot- 
ic democrat in his place.”

A tremendous nation-wide pro-German propaganda was instituted 
to keep this country out of the war and official investigation later de- 
 womasta the fact that this propaganda was backed by unlimited funds 

ispersed through the German legation at Washington. 

It was after this pro-German convention was held in San Francisco 
that Senator Smith gave utterance to thé following sentiment which is 
now a by-word at almost every hearthstone in Georgia— 

“It is my opinion that the government of the United States 
should not go to war with Germany because of her having sunk 

the good ship Lusitania. Germany notified the American people 

to stay off the high seas, AND WE SHOULD HAVE DONE IT.” 

For the purpose of obtaining exact information as to the details 
of this pro-German conference which nminated Senator Smith for presi- 
dent, The Constitution telegraphed to The San Francisco Chronicle, one

Resolution Declaring 
State of War With Ger- 
many at an End Intro- 
duced With Majority 
Report. 3 


INTERNATIONAL LAW 
QUOTED ON QUESTION 


Minority Headed by Flood 
Will Submit Views on 
Measure to Chamber 
Today. 


Washington, April 6.—The ma- 
jority report of-the house commit- 
tee on foreign .relations recom- 
mending adoption of the resolu- 
tion declaring the state of war 
With Germany at an end was in- 
troduced today by Chirman Porter, 
accompanied by a special rule pro- 
viding for nine hours of debate un- 
der which it will be taken up in 
the house Thursday. The minority 
report prepared by Representative 
Flood of Virginia, ranking demo- 
cratic member of the committee, 
will be introduced tomorrow. 

There was some debate in the 
house today on the peace matter, 
during which it was indicated that 
the democrats ‘would vote almost 
solidly against the resolution. Rep- 
resentative Venable, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, atacked the constitutional 
power of congress to take such ac- | 
tion, characterizing it as an at-' 
tempted usurpation of the treaty- 
making functions, while Represen- 
tative Mondell, republican léader, | 
asserted that as congféss had’ the 
power to create a condition of war, 
it had the power to end it. 

, Majority Report. 

The majority report recited a 
number of authorities on interna- 
tional law td support the commit- 
tee’s contention that there wer 
three methods of termipating bellig- 
erent status, by treaty, by conquest 
and subjugation of one combatant 
or “by the mere cessation of hos- 
tilities so long continued that it is 
evident that there is no intention 
of resuming them.” .— 

It has become “the plain duty of 
congress,” to declare “the admitted 
fact” that the war with Germany 
was ended, the report said. 

“There has been,” it continued, 
a complete suspension> of hostili- 
ties on both sides without any in- 
tention of resuming them. Con- 
gress clearly is exercising powers 
which are within the constitutional 
rights in recognizing and declaring 
that the war is eB an end. As by 
the resolution of April 6, 1917, con- 
gress officially recognized the fact 
that war had been thrustgupon us, 
so now it becomes ‘the duty of 
congress to give official recognition 
to the fact that the war is ended. 
Moreover, the general welfare of 
the United States imperatively de- 
mands that all uncertainty upon 
this subject. shall cease, and that 
the extraordinary war powers of 
the government shall be vacated 
and set aside. 

War Laws In Force. 

“The laws conferring extraordi- 
nary powers upon the president for 
the duration of the war are still in 
full force and effect, and consti- 
tutional rights are still .suspended. 
Many of these laws are extremely 
drastic, and could. be justified only 
as war necessities; but since the 


war has in fact, long sirice ceased, 
the justification for*‘these laws nv 
longer exists. ‘ 

“The effect of this resolution on 
all of the war legiglation will be 
preciseiy the effect that the ratifi- 
cation and proclamation of the 
treaty would have had. Laws that 
were to be in’force for the period 
of the war would have ceased with 
the president's proclamation; under 
this resolution they will cease wtih 
the date of its passage. On the 
other hand, laws that were to con- 
tinue in effect for a time after the 
ratification and proclamation of the 
treaty of peace will continue in 
effect for the specified time after 
the passage of this resolution. The 
resolution, therefore has no effect 
upon existing laws other than the 
effect that the ratification and 
proclamtian of the treaty would 
have had. 

; Weuld Resume Trade. 

“Section 3 provides for the re- 
sumption of reciprocal trade rela- 
tions between Germany and the 
United States for a period of 45 
days, and further provides that 
such reciprocal trade relations shall 
be permanently established when 
the president has ascertained_and 
announced that Germany has §de- 
clared a termination of the war 
and has made the waivers and re- 
nouncements on behalf of itself and 
its nationals which are specified in 
said section. The placing of these 
conditions on the permanent re- 
sumption of trade with Germany 
is a reasonable exercise of the 
power vested in ‘congress by the 
constitution, ‘to regulate commerce 
with fore nations.’ ~In makiag

Mr. Palmer was taken sick in

| conference, and it was only by ,the 


most heroile self-comtrol that he 
was able to fill his appointment in 
GaineBville at all. By the time his 
speech and the tremendous ova- 
tion which followed it had been 
concluded, he had developed a high 
fever. He was put to bed in the 
Preston hotel and two. physicans 
summoned. 
Resting Easier. 

At last accounts the attorney 
general was resting easier, being 
frée from pain and sleeping, and it 
is expected that he will be able to 
fill his engagement in Macon, 
Thursday night. Of course, it was 
out of the question for him to ap- 
pear in Atlanta last night and he 


could not travel early enough to- 


reach Savannah in time for his ap- 
pointment in that city tonight. 
When he rallies from his attack of 
acute indigestion, his recovery will 
probably be rapid so that he can 
come on to Atlanta today to re- 
cuperate and speak in Macon to- 
morrow night. Mr. Palmer ex- 
pressed deep regret at being com- 
pelled to disappoint his Savannah 
supporers and declared that he 
would speak in that city later.

~ IN IGHIGAN GROWS 


With Little More Than Half 
Precincts Counted, Sena- 
tor Has 117,456 Votes. 


Detroit, Mich. April 6.—Returns 
from 1,428 precincts out of 2,421 
in the state on both republican and 
democratic candidates showed little 
change tonight in the race between 
Senator Hiram Johnson and Major 
General Leonard Wood for the re- 


publican presidential indorsement of 
Michigan voters, while Governor 
Edwards, of New Jersey, forged 
ahead of Herbert Hdover on the 
democratic ballot. 

The totals for the leaders were: 

Republican — Johnson, 117,456; 
Wood, 73,222. 

Democrats—Edwards, 54,472; Hoo- 
ver 51,535. 

Governor Lowden’s total was 38,- 
208, and the republican vote for 
Hoever, whose name appeared on 
both republican and democratic 
tickets, was 37,529. Late tabula- 
tions were not available on Gen- 
eral Pershing and Senator Miles 
Poindexter, who had received early 
today 5,612 and 894, respectively. 

On the democratic, Willklam G. 
McAdoo’s total was 34,767, with 
William J. Bryan receiving 28,987. 
Few returns were available from 
the socialist primary in which 
Eugene V. Debs was unopposed for 
presidential indorsement. 

While Senator Johnson’s greatest 
strength was shown in Wayne 
county (Detroit) he had, on the 
face of the incomplete returns, Car- 
ried six of the thirteen congres- 
sional districts and was trailing 
closely behind Wood in the remain- 
ing seven which comprise for the 
most part sections General Wood's 
supporters were expecting to show 
a comfortable margin. 

Governor Edwards’ support came 
chiefly from Wayne county, al- 
though he polled a comparatively 
heavy vote in Saginaw county, Kent 
(Grand Rapids), Ibgham (Lansing), 
Oakland “and St. Joseph, all popu- 
lous districts. Hoover’s/ democratic 
support came proportionately from 
rural and city precincts.

The hitherto most prosperous deé- 
nominations in the United States 
showed the following decreases for 
the year: Methodist Episcopal, 69,- 
940; Presbyterian (U. S. A. Northe 
ern), \32,308; Disciples of Christ, 
17,645; Methodist Episcopal (south), 
16,404; Northern Baptist convene 
i 9,156; National Baptist con- 
vention, 35,007; Presbyterian (U. & 
A. southern), 8,811; United Presby- 
terian, 2,986; Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian, &645:; Welsh Calvanistic Pres- 
—— 992; Norwegian Latheran, 
2,910. 

Among the reasons assigned for 
the decrease were the interruption 
or suspension of regular work of 
many parishes by the war, calling 
of pastors from their pulpits by the 
concentration of efforts in centen- 
ary and other gigantic drives for 
funds and a great increase in 
deaths, due partly to the influenza 
epidemic.

Ste has been at liberty 
for several months, but following 
the conviction of Green Friday 
night. and the swearing ouf of.a 
writ of lunacy against him Monday, 
her bondsman surrendered hér and 
she was taken into custody at her 
father’s store on North Boulevard 
Monday night after an attempt to 
commit suicide. 

Have Limited Means. 

In addition to the fact that she 
is expecting a visit from the stork, 
the petition sets out that she and 
her husband have very limited 
means and that a $10,000 bond is 
prohibitive; that the evidence does 
not indicate that she knew where 
Green got the moneye he spent on 
her and that she has voluntarily 
surrendered all her property. 

Following Mrs. Bradstreet’s rear- 
rest, Judge Hill went to Conyers 
Tuesday to get Judge Hutcheson 
to sign the order allowing a reduc- 
tion in bond.

A statement has been made by D. 
Psaroudakis, president of the At- 
lanta Greek colony. lm part it fol- 
lows: 

In 1453, with the fall of Con- 
stantinople to Sultan Mcéchamed II. 
the glorious Greek empire that had 
for nearly 1,000 years preserved 
Greek art and culture and withheld 
the waves of Asiatic hordes, came 
to an end. 

Not only the Greeks, but also all 
the Christian races, Rumanians. 
Bulgarians, Serbians; Montenigrins., 
Albanians, Armenians and Syriang 
becames slaves to master Turk. 

But the Greeks did not resign 
themselves to their evil fate. In 
the course of four centuries they 
made nearly thirty attempts to win 
back their liberties. 

Finally, inspired by the success- 
ful revolt of the American colonies, 
and by the French revolutién, the 
Greeks resolved to fre Hellas from 
the abomination of the Turks in 
1821. 

After seven years of unusual 
Struggle, during which only the 
American povernment raised its 
voice and recognized the right of 
the Greeks to become free, the 
Greeks won their freedom. 

But when the time came to draw 
the boundaries of Greece, the same 
Christian powers that today cater 
to master Turk’s favors, refused tu 
free more than one-tenth of the 
Greek race. 

Greece Vegan in 1830 with a pop- 
ulation of 750,000; with bare moun- 
tains; with homes destroyed; with 
no resources. The powers created 
a Greece which they had intended 
to destroy through starvation. 

But the Greeks held on ten- 
aciously, and in 99 agg. they have 
nearly regained the lands which 
they lost in the fateful year 1453. 

In 1912, Greece had grown to 2,- 
750,000. In 1913, it became a na- 
tion of 5,000,000 people. 

The year 1920 will bring to 
Greece, northern Epirus, Thrace, 
the Islands of the Aegean and 
Cyprus, and the western coast of 
Asia Minor, which will make 
Greece a nation of eight or nine 
million people; with two of the 
greatest ports in the Near East; 
Saloniki and Smyrna, with fertile 
lands in Macedonia, Thrace, and 
Asia Minor, with mineral and forest 
wealth in Epirus and Macedonia.

Address of Palmer. 


The address of Attorney General 
Palmer was as follows: 

“I would not be frank with the 
democrats of Georgia if I did not 
promptly state the reasons which 
actuated me in allowing. my, friends 


to enter my name in the presidential | 


preference primary in your § state. 
Some weeks ago it was definitely 
announced that certain enemies of 
the administration proposed to en- 
ter a candidate here. This plan was 
not designed to advance the candi- 
dacy of any man being nationally 
considered for the nomination. It 
was designed only to secure a dele- 
gation to the San Francisco conven- 
tion which might be controlled by 
the critics of the administration. 
Similar plans were being framed by 
men in other states, in the hope 
that a sufficient number of dele- 
gates could be picked up in this spe- 
cies of guerilla warfare to influence 
the nafional convention to repudiate 
the leadership of Woodrowe Wilson 
and put the party in a position of 
apology for everything which had 
been done during our years of power 
in the federal government. During 
the eight years in which our party 
has been in power in the nation, it 
has written a record of achievement, 
both in domestic and foreign affairs, 
unparalleled in the history of pop- 
ular government. E 

“The part which republican lead- 
ers have seen fit to play has been 
to criticize our methods, belittle our 
achievements, investigate our victo- 
ries and rob America and the world 
of all the fruits of those victories.

Such a platform has 
been pre-empted by the republican 
party; for us also to adopt it would 
be a party surrender dictated by po-’ 
litical treachery. 

“T entered the primary in Geor- 
gia for the purpose of preventing 
the democrats of your state from 


unwittingly being made party to 
such a plan, with Which you could 
have no sympathy. The change in 
the plans of the opponents of the 
administration, which has resulted 
in entering the name of a distin- 
— citizen of Georgia as a can- 
idate, does not materially alter the 
situation nor change my duty with 
respect to it. As I read the an- 
nouncement of Senator Smith, he is 
not a real candidate for president. 
His candidacy in this state is not 
designed to advance his candidacy 
in the nation, for he is not a can- 
didate elsewhere. It is intended 
only to embarrass the president and 
the party which he leads. If this 
were not true, I should have hesi- 
tated to oppose him here, for under 
other circumstances he would have 
had a large claim to the sympathy 
and spuport of his own state. If 
in penne his announcement he had 
declared himself to be in sympathy 
with the course of the party under 
the brilliant l¢adership of Woodrow 
Wilson and thus brought himself in 
line with what will be the undoubt- 
ed declarations of the San Fran- 
cisco covention, I should have glad- 
ly conceded his right to the pref- 
erential vote of his own state. But 
I have too much confidence in the 
loyalty of the Georgia democracy 
to the great principles for which 
our party stands, and which have 
been written indelibly upon the po- 
litical history of our times, to be 
deterred by the prospect of a con- 
test, even with”so distinguished a 
son of Georgia\as your senior sen- 
ator, from giving your people an

terms hat would be understood 


throughout the country. 
The Issue. ' 
“T have little Knowledge of local 
party conditions in your state, and 
desire to have no part in any fac- 
tional disputes.. Conditions peculiar 
to your state may complicate the 
issue here, but elsewhere in the 
country the issue is well under- 
stood. Especially is it understood 
in Washington, where observation of 
the records of men in public life is 
made with accuracy because made 
at close range. I follow the leader- 
Ship of Woodrow Wilson; Senator 
Smith has repudiated it. The San 
Francisco convention will indorse 
the administration and pledge the 
party to continue the policies for 
Which it stands. I come to plead 
with the democracy of Georgia to 
lend no aid or comfort to the his- 
toric enemies of the party by fo)- 
lowing the leadership of Henry 
Cabot Lodge into a position of criti- 
cism of our achtevements and apology 
for our record. I come to ask you 
to join with the democracy in the 
nation in the loyal support of a rec- 
ord which has reflected great credit 
upon our party and great honor 
upon our country. In that course 
lies the path to certain victory. Any 


other will lead to ignoble and de- 
served defeat. 


“There has been much misrepre- 
sentation of my attitude and of the 
attitude of the president in respect 


to the league of nations. It has been 
said that we favor the ratification 
of the treaty without the dotting of 
an ‘i’ or the crossing of a ‘t.’ and 
that if What are called substantial 
reservations should be adopted, we 
would favor its rejection. The pres- 
ident has never said any such thing, 
and certainly I have not. I have 
long urged the prompt ratification 
of the treaty. The world has been 
yearnine for peace. The American 
eople have,\been demanding peace. 
My quarrelis with the senate of the 
United States for refusing it. My 
complaint is that the senate has not 
ratified the treaty in any way, shape 
or form, either with or without res- 
ervations. It has renounced its au- 
thority, evaded its responshility, 
fled from its duty as a party of the 
treaty-making power. Why speak 
of reservations when there are none, 
except those supported and passed 
by ,the votes of men who would not 
ratify the treaty even with those 
reservations” 

“The question is: Shall there be a 
treaty, or no treaty? Shall there 
be a league of nations, or no league 
of nations? Shall we have peace, or 
continue to be at war? It is the 
boast of Senator Lodge and his sup- 
porters in the senate that the treaty 
is dead. Will the world believe it 
was killed by its friends or its en- 
emies? It met its death by the joint 
attack of three forces—its candid 
enemies in the republican party, 
who declare they will stand for no 
treaty, with or without reserva- 
tions; its two-faced enemies in the 
same party who hoped to please its 
friends by sapporting it while at 
the same time offering reservations 
which pleased its enemies by de- 
stroying it; and some democratic 
camp followers who joined forces 
with these enemies of the president 
and his party. The cold; hard fact 
is, there is no treaty, and the re- 
sponsibility lies not with its friends 
in the white house, but with its en- 
emies in the senate. 


Unnecessary and Destructive. 

“The so-called Lodge reservations 
fall into two classes. They are 
either unnecessary and therefore 
harmicss, or they are destructive 


and therefore harmful. Those which. 
are not destructive might well be 
accepted, and the president has in- 
dicated over and over again that, 
though unnecessary, because merely 
interpretative, there could be no 
serious objection to their accept- 
ance. The real friends of the treaty 
would be glad to have it ratified 
with such reservations as the sen- 
ate might present in a spirit of 
friendly support and strengthening 
of its terms. The enemies of the 
treaty insist upon one or two res- 
ervations which nullify and destroy 
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'7t I am one of those who wovld | 


have the treaty ratified withott de- 
structive reservations. I cannot go 
along with those who woulda destroy 
the treaty by supporting reserv.a- 
tions which its open and avowed 
enemies approve. I would not ob- 
ject to substantial reservations, if 
friendly and really designed to save 
the treaty and the covenant. Sub- 
stantial reservations, which are 
hostile, and designed to destrvy ‘the 
league and kill the treaty, I shall 
always oppose. 

“Let me briefly review the rela- 
tions between the president and the 
senate with respect to the covenant 
of the league of nations. When the 


president returned from Paris in 
February, 1919, he brought with 
him a tentative draft of the cove- 
nant, whose terms were given to 
the public. He conferred with the 
senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions and invited the suggestions 
of all friends of the league of na- 
tions. Many of those who had long 
supported the idea of a compact 
amongst the nations of the world 
to assure peace on earth, offered 
suggested amendments to the draft. 
Former President Taft, representing 
the league to enforce peace, offer- 
ed amendments. Elihu Root, for- 
mer senator and secretary of state, 
offered amendments. Every one 
which was offered in a_ spirit of 
helpfulness was taken back to 
Paris by the president and incorpo- 
rated in the covenant. In the joint 
debate between Dr. Lowell, of Har- 
vard, and Senator Lodge, the sena- 
tor was invited to offer amend- 
ments to the draft. He declined to 
present any, preferring destructive 
criticism to constructive sugges- 
tion. I can understand how parti- 
san feeling might lead the republic- 
an leader of the senate to defer of- 
fering his suggested amendments 
until it was too late for them to be 
adopted, and when by insisting upon 
them he could destroy the whole 
structure which the president had 
built. But it seems to me that it 
was the plain duty of a democratic 
senator to submit to the leader of 
his own party his criticisms and 
suggestions at a time when it might 
be possible to put them into effect. 
Nothing but sympathy for the pur- 
pose of Senator Lodge, who sought, 
to injure the president and destroy 
his work, could have actuated a 
democratic senator in co-operating 
with him in his plan.’’: 


Political Stock-Taking Time. 

“This is our year for political 
stock-taking. The time has come 
when all political parties must ren- 


der an accounting. In the eight 
years of its stewardship of the af- 
fairs of the nation the democratic 
party has made a record of con- 
structive achievement unsurpassed 
in the history of the country.

“The last eight years have been 
the most momentous in the life of 
the American nation and possibly 
in the history of Christian civiliza- 
tion.

The republic has 
marched under democratic leader- 
ship and the world has marched 
under the leadership of America. 

“The democrats of Georgia may 
be proud that one of the most 
significant of the achievements of 


these years has been the refuta- 
tion of the old slanders against 
the democratic party. Through long 
years these slanders had been re- 
peated for political profit until 
they had become almost a tradition 
m our political life. The republican 
party today finds it is without a 
single one of the great arguments 
that for a quarter of a century it 
used to vilify and slander its op- 
ponents. The achievements of the 
democratic party during the past 
eight years in its handling of do- 
mestic questions and in its leader- 
ship in world affairs have demon- 
Strated that every charge made 
against it was without foundation.

The passionate love of country and 
intense devotion to our institutions 
which are a part of every political 
creed in the nation were amply 
proved during the great war. But 
I do insist that we shall hear no 
more of the old slander that the 
democratic party cannot be trusted 
to lead in a great war.

Senator Also Takes Bitter 
Lunge at Wilson and Dem- 
ocratic Administration. 


Macon, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)— 
Senator Hoke Smith assailed the 
candidacy of Attorney General A.

by the voices of the widowed wife 
and orphaned child, homeless in 


northern France; by the vdices of 


sorrowing mothers and grief-bent 
fathers in all the lands which had 
known the war. And with this 
great chorus behind him, sounding 
with greater force and with greater 
eloquence: than has been beard 
since the angels sang ‘Peace on 
earth, good will toward men’ our 
leader forced the war-worn world 
to enter solemn compact that the 
peace of the Master should prevail 
forever. 

‘It was for these things we 
fought—for America, for liberty 
and for peace. The leader of the 


democracies of the world brought 
back from Paris the greatest hu- 
man document since Magna Charta, 
wrested from the old order of self- 
ishness, prese and war by the world 
forces of liberty and’ humanity. It 
doomed war forever. It established 
America’s leadership of the whole 
world on the basis of the American 
doctrine of peace with liberty, That 
was more than a year ago. 

“Since then the republican party 
has been in control of the senate 
of the United States. The history 
of the election which assured them 
that control is not yet fully writ- 


ten. A grave responsibility rests 
upon those who in that election 
gave the republican party contro) 
of the senate of the United States. 
They controlled the senate by one 
vote. One vote enabled them to or- 
ganize the foreign relations com- 
mittee of the senate dnd placed 
upon it men determined to thwart 
the great purposes of the presiuent.

The evidence 
in that case indicates that over a 
quarter of a million dollars was 
expended to elect a republican gsena- 
tor in the state of Michigan. That 
quarter of a million dollars secured 
the seat by means of which the re- 
publican party defeated the peace 
treaty. Twat quarter of a million 
dollars robbed the United States of 
its leadership in the greatest world 
movement since the dawn of time.

“Day by day we see the countries 
of Europe slipping back to their old

If 
this peace treaty had been ratified 
promptly, with reservations or 
without; if. America;had participat- 
ed in the great contract which the 
president drew to clinch forever 
the peace of the world there would 
not have been this slipping away 
from the ideals for which we 
fought in the Sreat war. The 
world’s trouble today is in Wash- 
ington. Do not let anybody tell 
you that it is Europe’s trouble and 
not ours. Every trouble that breaks 
out in a great flame anywhere in 
the world is America’s trouble here- 
after.

Capt. Edgar B. Dunlap’s Speech | 
Introducing Mitchell Palmer 


Captain Edgar B. Dunlap, 
served his country in France as 
member of the 82nd Division, made 
a ringing appeal to the loyalty of 
Georgia voters to support the ad- 
ministration that supported the 
boys of the their state when they 
were suffering, sacrificing, and dy- 
ing in France, in his speech intro- 
ducing Attorney General A. Mitchell 
Palmer at Gainesville. His address 
in full is as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman, fellow citizens of 
northeast Georgia: 

“I am deeply thankful of the 
honor of introducing our famous 
and distinguished guest today, but 
though my appreciation runs high, 
I realize full-well that you are as- 
sembled here to listen to a man of 
world wide renown and reputation, 
and it would be unfair of me to 


take but a short space of your time, 
and I will say but a few things 
about him, which of modesty he can 
pot say of himself. 

“Our visitor, your friend and fel- 
low democrat, the attorney general 
of the United States, demands your 
interest and attention, by reason of 
the high office which he holds, and 
your respect and great love because 
of his paramount patriotism and 
untiring service in our country’s 
cause during the travail of war 
and reconstruction. 

“Briefly I would lay before you 
a few of the living facts of his pub- 
lic career. When the United States 
entered the great war for civiliza- 
tion, this man accepted what was 
at that time supposed to be a small 
and obscure position as custodian 
of alien property, in order that he 
might aid his country, but much to 
the surprise of every one with his 
vital energy, fighting ability, in- 
domitable push and personality, ‘he 
found and condemned more than 
eight hundred million dollars worth 
of enemy property. He seized their 
dye plants, their shipbuilding plants, 
their newspapers and sold them at 
public outcry to American citizens 
and invested the proceeds in Liberty 
and Victory bonds. 

“Just one year ago yesterday he 
was called into the democratic cab- 
inet as attorney general, where, in 
this short period of time, he has 
routed the alien enemies in this 
country, shackled the evil designs

viki) on our national integrity and 
deported the alien discordants who 
planned its destruction; which dy- 
namic action brought about an ac- 
tual attempt upon his life by some 
traitorous buShwhacker. If I were 
a; prophet I would say to you to- 
day that though that bomb failed 
to blow our candidate into the Ely- 
sian fields of eternity, it will blow 
him into a position of greater use- 
fulness to our country as its next 
democratic president.

And it is your earned prerogative 
and right and as I see it, your duty 
as a citizen and votér to question 
any and all candidates for public 
office as to their attitude during the 
way; and in the event that a candi- 
date cannot prove beyond a shadow 
of doubt that his allegiance and loy- 
alty to his country was true and

An official communication says 
that the attitude of the other allied 
governments toward French occupa- 
tion is not known, as only Germany 
re¢eived a note from France on the 
matter. 

The German government will most 
energetically protest against this 
measure, which renders all posst- 
bility of establishing a modus 
vivendi between France and Ger- 
many hopeless, says the com- 
munique. “And can only strengthen 
those elemetns in Germany which 
are entierly posed to the execu- 
tion of the ace treaty. 

“We hope, howeevr, that the rapid 
and smooth progress of the meas- 
ures taken in the Ruhr region will 
shorten the martyrdom of the oc- 
cupied towns, but there can be no 
room for doubt thatAhe French ac- 
tion, which is justified by no Yea 
interest, and which is contrary even 
to French interests, again endangers 
the republic and setsus months back 
in the establishment of orderly con- 
ditions.” 

CAPITAL GETS TEXT 
OF FRENCH NOTE. 

Washington, April 6.—The text or 
the French proclamation issued by 
General de Gouette in extending the 
occupation of the French army 01 
the Rhine was received here from 
Paris today and made public by the 
French embassy. It f@lows: 

“The German government, yield- 
ing to the pressure of the military 
party, has launched a hasty offen- 
sive of the German troonrs avainsr 
the working population of the Rum 
basin. In doing so, it has violated 
one of the most imperative and most 
solemn stipulations _ef the peace 
treaty. 

“In the conversations which have 
been taking place to this day, the 
Fretch government has made al) 
its efforts in order to dissuade the 
German government from under 
taking that military action, Which 
a little moderation would havo 
made it possible to avoid. 

The reichswehr troops have none 
the less invaded the Ruhr basm, and 
the government ‘of the French re- 
public feels compelled to secure 
guarantees in order to bring the 
Berlin government over to the re- 
snect of: its signature. 

“IT have thus been instructed to 
order the immediate occupation o1 
the cities of Frankfort, Hambourg,. 
Hannau, Darmstadt and Diebourg. 

“While proceeding to that occu: 
pation, | wish to assure you that it 
does not involve any hostile thought 
towards the laborious populations 
of this region. Its only pugpose is 
to insure the execution of the treaty. 

“It will come to an end as soon as 
the troops of tBe reichswehr have 
completley evacuated the neutral 
zone.” ' 
GERMAN NOTE GIVES 


HISTORY OF TROUBLE. 


Berlin, April 6—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The German note 
dealing with conditions in the Ruhr 
district, which was handed to the 
respective charge d’affaires in Ber- 
lin, begins by stating that grave re- 
ports received of sanguinary fight- 
ing in the Rhenish westphalian re- 
gion in the middle of March caused 
the German government to request 
permission of the allies to send a 
limited number of troops to the 
temporarily menaced zone. The 
German government at the same 
time offered guarantees for the due 
withdrawal of these troops. 

The French government replied it 
could comply only tif allied troops 
occupied Frankfort, Hanau, Ham- 
burg, Dieburg and Darmstadt for 
the same period and ih equal 
strength, as the German _ troops 
were in excess of the limit alreaay 
permitted. 

Setting aside the serious objec- 
tions to further occupation of Gere 
man territory, the German govern- 
ment declared its readiness to con- 
sent to the Allied troops entering 
the places named in the event that 
such Germans troops as were em- 
ployed had not left the 50 kilometer 
zone within a fixed period to be de- 
termined by the allied governments. 

Menace Stressed. 


It appeared from the negotiations 
conducted with the allies on the 
subject by the German representa-~ 
tives, according to the note, that 
the allied governments had de- 
clared they had agreed in principle 
to this. The British yovernment 
and the French premier made dec- 
larations to this effect, and the 
French government then wanted 
proof that order could not be main- 
tained in the 50 kilometer zone 
without the entry of troops. 

The note argues that the highly 
dittjuieting news, which had unceas- 
ingly arrived since, left no doubt 
that the speedy restoration of peace 
and order was impossible without 
temporary military intervention, 
and contends that the position was 
so critical that not only the wel- 
fare of the population in those re- 
gions, but the entire economic life 
of Germany was seriously men- 
aced. Communists and -mobs ter- 
rorized the entire public life, made 
indiscriminate requisitonsand plun- 
dered and threatened fife and se- 
curity. 

The note further says that the

It therefore believs that it 
should no longer await the formal] 
consent of the allied governments 
to the entry of German troops, nor 
further retard the advance of tre 
Not an action against the 
working population, whose repre- 
sentatives have, on the contrary, 
urgently begged help, but a meas- 
ure to combat the anarchical ele- 
mehts. The German government 
does not doubt that the allied gove 
ernments in these . circumstances, 
and having regard for the positi@n 
in which Germany finds herself, will 
give their consent, which the Ger- 
man government hereby requests. 

“It repeats most emphatically its 
previous offer to give every con- 
ceivable guarantee for the imme- 
diate withdrawal of the troops aft- 
er the restoration of order. It 
would especially be prepared to 
agree to the dispatch of an inter- 
allied commission which would con- 
vince itself on the spot up to what 
date the présence of troops is justi- 
fied by the situation. : 

“The German government hopes 
that the allied governments will not 
fail to recognize that Germany is 
forced (to take this action) by a 
sftuation imperatively demanding 
intervention in districts under its 
jurisdiction and in which every hour 
of delay may involve irreparable 
disaster. It also considers that it 
i@ not acting contrary to the spirit 
of the peace treaty, whose stipula- 
tions have the purpose of promo- 
ting and safeguarding the peace of 
the world and are surely not op- 
posed to a temporary measure of 
protection, which is undoubtedly 
devoid of all aggressive tendencies.

to crystallize their ideals to the serv- 
ice of their fellow men.”

Louisiana is in the midst of a po- 
litical upheaval which promises to

in the third district, fighting for his 
_ in the primaries on Saptember 


What promises to be a new era 
with the Louisiana democracy was 
started with the recent election of 


John M. Parker as governor of the 
state. Mr. Parker was an inde- 
pendent candidate within the party 
and scored a decisive victory over 
the eity and country organization 
which has controlled the politics of 
the state for many years. His vic- 
tory has given courage to others to 
set themselves up against the or- 
ganization candidates, and there is 
every promise of hotly contested 
fights all along the line when the 
primary elections are held. 


Behrman to Be Opposed. 

It is even reported that Marfin 
Behrman, sometimes called the per- 
petual mayor of New Orleans, and 
undoubtedly one of the most pop- 
ular men of the city and state, and 
a national figure, will not stand for 
re-election. Should he become a can- 


didate of the organization there is 
no doubt that he will be opposed, 
and with the enthusiasm born of a 
new victory, the men outside the 
organization will attempt to make a 
clean-up in the mayoralty fight just 
as they did in the gubernatorial 
fight under the distinguished leader- 
ship of John M. Parker. Mr. Parker 
was so much of a progressive ing 
politics that he once went bag and 
baggage into the progressive party 
under the leadership of Theodore 
Roosevelt, but after tho Chicage 
disaster, when the progressives 
were betrayed into the republican 
fold in an attempt to gain the re- 
publican presidential nomination for 
Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Parker quit the 
progressives cold and returned to 
the democratic party. He made his 
race for governor as a democrat-— 
just plain, old-fashioned democrat 
without any frills or furbelows, and 
in opposition to the organization. 
The greatest interest in Louisiana 
politics now centers in the fight 
for the seat in the United States 
senate to be made vacant by the

Kdward J. Gay, who probably could

Mr. Sanders has consider- 
able strength throughout the state, 
and, although Governor Parker is 
rigidly sticking to his campaign 
promise to attend strictly to busi- 
ness as governor of the state, 12 
elected, there is no doubt that he 
will throw his moral support to Mr. 
Sanders unless there is a change 
in the political situation. 


Before the September primaries, 
however, there is likely to be an- 
other clash of the opposing forces 
within the party in the selection of 
delegates to the state convention, 
and in the choice of delegates by 
the state convention to go to the 
national democratic convention at 
San Francisco. 

There is no likelihood of any 
-_particular bitterness in these con-

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Reaction Against Dry Laws 


Soon to Pass, Says Broyles 


Editor Constitution: ‘There are 
many indications in former “wet” 
states which became “dry” by vir- 
tue of the prohibition constitutional 


amendment, of dissatisfaction (to 
put it miidly) with the present pro- 
hibition situation. This dissatisfac- 
tion is evidenced by the increased 
“wet” vote in recent local elections 
in Massachusetts and Vermont, and 
the passage by the legislatures of 
Wisconsin and other states of lawe 
permitting the sale of beverages 
containing more than one-half of 1 
per cent of alcohol—the amount 
now allowed by the act of congress. 
This reaction is not at all surpris- 
ing. It is perfectly natural. It was 
a mighty swing of the pendulum 
from open whisky saloons to the 
prohibition of all alcoholic bever- 
ages. including light wines and 
beers. And while it is true that the 
suddenness of this change was caus- 
ed by the necessities and the exi- 
gzencies of the world war, its ad- 
vent was only hastened a few years. 
Alcohol Found Guilty. 

During the vast twenty years the 
great prohibition wave has’ been 
steadily and inexorably advancing 
over all the territory of the United 
States. Aleoholic drinks had been 
given a fair trial before the court 
of the enlightened public conscience 
of the country and had been found 
guilty of many high crimes and 
misdemeanors, with no extenuating 
circumstances, and their final ban- 
ishment from American shores was 
merely a question of time. 

Leaving out all questions of sen- 
timent, the matter of efficiency was 
the fundamental cause of the pas- 
sage of the 18th amendment. To 
win the great world war in the 
cause of freedom and democracy 
versus tyranny and military autoc- 


of the men and women of America 
and its allies, and the past history 
of intoxicants undisputedly showed 


life for themselves and their fami- 
lies, is not the need of efficiency in 
private and public affairs as great. 
if not greater than ever? To 
the question is to answer it. More- 
over, will the time ever come in 
this country, no matter how favor- 
able our financial circumstances, 
in, deliberately and _ voluntarily 
abandoning our advanced position, 
economically and morally, on this 
question, and in returning to a low- 
er plane of morality and of individ- 
ual and collective efficiency? 


Duty to Abide by Law. 
Of course, any citizen has the 
right to agitate against the prohi- 
bition amendment, and to endeavor 


to have it repealed or modified, pro- 
vided he does it in a lawful way, 
just as he has the right to agitate 
againstand toendeavor to have re- 
pealed constitutional amendment 
prohibiting slavery, which amend- 
ment, like the “prohibition” one, was 
passed in the customary way, with- 
out first having been submitted to the 
vote of the nation or of the differ- 
ent states. But no one has the 
right, either legagly or morally, to 
try to discredit this or any other 
law of our country by advocating 
and advising its violation. One who 
pursues such a course conclusively 
proves himself to be not a patriotic, 
law-abiding citizen, but an enemy to 
his country and to civil authority 
the world over. The highest duty of 
every American citizen is to respect 
and abide by his country’s laws. 
Unless he does this, he is directly 
inviting and contributing to the 
eventual destruction of our great 
republic—the bulwark and the hope 
of democracy throughout the world. 

The apparently widespread oppo- 
sition to the 18th amendment is but 
temporary. History tells us that 
every great forward movement for 
the benefit of mankind met with 
similar bitter and violent opposition 
until time demonstrated its worth. 
And so it will be with national pro- 
hibition. When it has been given 


that in every land and clime they 
were the implacable foes of effi- 
ciency. Se the only sensible and 
logical answer was the abolition of 
intoxicants. Now that the world 
war has ended, should we forget 
the important lesson it taught us? 
In these days of world-wide turmoil 
and reconstruction, when it is fn- 
creasingly difficult for millions of | 
our people, striving their utmost, | 
to purchase the bare necessities of | 


a fair trial, its beneficent results 
wili be so overwhelmingly apparent 
that future generations will marvel 
that it should have met with any 
considerable opposition. Let us then, 
during the present violent reaction, 
keep our poise and balance, remem- 
bering that no great economic and 
moral] reformation or _ revolution 
ever had more than a temporary 
backset.

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The Water Loss and 
Its Meaning to’the State 


Editor Constitution: A loss far 


more serious than that .which 
threatened Georgia -in the Yazoo 
land frauds threatens the state to- 
day. 

The bill introduced in congress to 
authorize the city of Rome te utilize 
the surplus water power from the 


government dam at or near Mayo 
Bar on the Coosa river near that 
city for the development of elec- 
trical energy for light, heat and 
power, is a wise step by that city. 
The state should take note of it. 
Rome is looking to the future. 

There is now pending in congress 
the water power bill._to create a 
federal power commission to pro- 
vide for the improvement of navi- 
gation and for the development of 
water power throughout the United 
States. The bill as passed’ by the 
house of representatives was good. 
but it was so amended in the senate 
that if passed in its present shape 
it will cause serious loss to the 
public. The bill as amended in ef- 
fect-gives the water powers in our 
navigable streams away for prac- 
tically nothing to the public service 
corporations. Senator Harris of 
Georgia voted against the measure, 
and due to the defect noted and 
other objectionable features, those 
interested in safeguarding tne 
rights of the public from loss hope 
that if passed as amended by the 
senate it will be vetoed by the pres- 
ident. 

But the state, towns and cities 
should wake to the danger. It is 
certain that in the near future leg- 


islation of this nature will be pass- 
ed by congress. With the rights of 
the public properly safeguarded 
and the objectionable features cut 
out it should be passed. But the 
towns, cities and state of Georgia 


should take notice that one of the 
rights belonging to them can be 
protected only by action taken by 
themselves. One oft the provisions 
of the bill now pending is thar 
those desiring to develop a water 
power in a stream controlled by 
the government shall apply for a 
license for that right. The bill pro- 
vides that when a municipality or 
state applies for the license, the 
preference shall be given to the 
city or state in granting the li- 
cense. The commission having con- 
trol will grant the license to the 
applicant whose plan will serve the 
public best. This principle will con- 
trol in any legislation that is 
adopted. 

It may be safely assumed that all 
of the public utility corporations in- 
terested in the sale of electricity 


developed by water power have al- 
ready made their plans. Th are in 
position to make application as 
soon as the legislation is enacted. 
The towns, cities and state 
Georgia as such have made no 
plans for,the development of th¢ 
water powers of Georgia. If the 
proposed bill became a law to-day, 
the state, cities and towns would be 
helpless. The hands of the cities 
and state are tied by inadequate 
laws. Without an act of the legis- 
lature ee or city can act, un- 
less it has already obtained this 
authority. 

I am calling the matter to your 
attention in the hope that you will 
use your columns to wake the state 
to the seriousness of the situation. 
If by any chance the bill as amend- 
ed in the senate should pass today, 
the water powers in the navigable 
streams of Georgia would be irrep- 
arably lost before the state and 
municipalities could protect them- 
selves. 

The importance of this in the 
campaign of the Municipal League 
of Georgia for the development of 
the water powers of Georgia will 
be apparent to you. The necessity 
for planning and getting together 
on a program is clear.

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Drunkenness No Defense 


(By Reciprocal News Service.) 

London, April 6—After several 
months of delay, the house of lords 
(in its supreme court capacity) has 
restorea a conviction of murder 
Which had been set aside by the 
court of criminal appeal for a ver- 
dict of manslaughter because of a 
defense of drunkenness. The deci- 
sion, reversing the nineteenth cen- 
; tury’s leniency toward drinkers, had 
“been awaited by the public with un- 
usual expectancy. It was an- 
nounced at the same time that the 
murderer would not be hung, as the 
home secretary had advised the 
king to exercise clemency. 

This is the case, previously re- 
ported by the Reciprocal News 
Service, in which Arthur Beard, a 
night watchman, killed Ivy Wood, 
a 13-year-old girl, by suffocation, 
while in the ract of ravishing her. 
The original jury found Beard 
guilty of murder within a few min- 
ues. The sole defense had been 
excessive drunkenness, Beard’s 
counsel asking for conviction 
manslaughter. The court of crimi- 
nal appeal, in quashing the murder 
verdict, held that the trial judge 
should have instructed the jury to 
consider whether the mind of the 
accused was so affected by drink 
that he did not know that what he 
was doing was dangerous. 

In tracing the history of the law, 
the lord chancellor (chief Justice of 
the supreme court) declared that the 
classic old law was against drunken 
wrongdoers. In ancient days, vol- 
untary drunkenness was not only 
not a defense, but was held to be 
an aggravation. He cited a state- 
ment of the law as laid down in 
1562 (Reniger vs. Fegossa, 1 Plowd., 
page 19) in which the court held: 
If a person that is drunk kills 
another, this shall be felony, and he 
shall be hanged for it, and yet he 
did it through ignorance, for when 
he was drunk he had no understand- 
ing nor memory; but inasmuch as 
that ignorance was occasioned by 
hisownact and folly, and he might 
have avoided it, he shall not pe 
privileged thereby. 

The lord chancellor also read the 
ancient statement of the 
Hale’s “Pleas-of the Crown,” 
ly p. 32: 

This vice (drunkenness) doth de- 
prive men of the use of reason and 
puts many men into a perfect but 
temporary frenzy; and therefore, ac- 
cording to some civilians, such * 
person committing homicide shal 
not be punished simply for the crime 
of homicide, but. shall suffer for 
his drunkenness &nswerable to the 
nature of the crime occasioned 
thereby: so that yet the formal 
cause of his punishment is rather 


of. 


the drunkenness than the crime 


committed by it; but by the laws 
of England, such a person shall have 
no privilege by this voluntary con- 
+ tracted madness, but shall have the 
same judgment as if he were in his 
right senses. 

Within the last hundred years this 
law, sO harsh.to drunkards, had 
gradually lost its rigidity, until a 
drunken offender was generally held 
to be temporarily insane, with no 
mental capacity to form the intent 
necessary td constitute the crime, 
Insanity caused by drink was suf- 
ficient to reduce a verdict of mur- 
der to manslaughter in the cele- 
brated case of Rex vs. Meade (190%: 
1K. B., 895), in which the prisoner 
killed a woman by beating and club- 
bing her. In this case it was held 
that: 

A man is taken to intend the nat- 
ural consequences of his acts. This 
presumption may be rebutted: 


(1) In the case of a sober man, 
in many ways; (2) it may also be 
rebutted in the case of a man who 
is drunk, by showing his mind to 
have been so affected by the drink 
he had taken, thathe was incapable 
of knowing that what he was doing 
was dangerous—l. e. likely\to in- 
flict serious injury. If this be 
proved, the presumption that he 
meant to do grievous bodily harm is 
rebutted. 

The lord chancellor declared that 
the court of criminal appeal, in the 
recent action against Beard, and 


been guided by the Rex vs. Meade 
ruling, even though it had expressed 
the opinion that an act of violence 
done in furtherance of rape w:s 
murder. He wasof the opinion thot 
there was insufficient evidence, in.a 
relevant sense, that Beard had been 
drunk at all—and this point should 
be especially interesting to Ameri- 
cans, for the heneral British idea of 
drunkenness fs different from the 
conception held in the United States. 

In Great Britain a man who 
shouts, staggers, sings,or dances in 
the street is not drunk; he is happy. 
Men or women are only arrested for 
drunkenness when they are doing 
positive harm to others while under 
the influnece of liquor. What was 
sufficient to cause arrest for drunk- 
enness in America is imsufficient 
here, otherwise the jails of London. 
at least, would have to be increased 
twenty-fold, and then they would 
prove inadequate. 

The lord chancellor, in concjusion, 
held that there was no evidence that 
the accused was too drunk to form

FOR WHOLESALERS 


Maximums Are An- 
nounced for Dry Goods 
and Shoes, and Price Is 

*Set for Coal at Retail. 


Maximum margins of profit for 
wholesale dry goods, wholesale 
shoes and retail coal were fixed 
Tuesday at the meeting of the Ful- 
ton county fair price commission.

Changes in Routing 
Of Important Trolley 
Lines Are Announced 


In order to relieve Broad street 
of. the great burden of street car 
traffic that now passes over that 
crowded thoroughfare, the Georgia 
Railway and Power company has 
annouced a number of changes in 
the routing of several of its impor- 
tant liges. The changes are to be- 
come effective Sunday next. 

A statement was given out Tues- 
day afternoon by Vice President W. 
H. Glenn giving details of the 
changes that_are to be made: 

“In the interest of better street 
railway service, the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company will make 
several changes in routing its cars, 
beginning next Sunday, April 11, 
1920. 

“Some of these changes are made 
with a view of eliminating, to a cer- 
tain extent, traffic congestion in 
the central portion of the city. 
Broad street is now carrying more 
than its proper share of street cars, 
and the proposed changes shift 
some of these cars from Broad 
street to Forsyth’ street. The 
changes further result in arrang- 
ing some of the routes so that 
they will be more nearly parallel 
to each other, and by this means 
eliminate a number of the points 
where they now cross at right an- 
gles to each other. This latter con- 
dition being a serious impediment to 
the proper movement of traffic. 

“With this in view, the cars from 
the north end of the Ponce de Leon 
avenue—Druid Hills route—will be 
operated in connection with the 
ears of the Walker. street-West 
View cemetery route; that is, the 
cars coming towards the center 
the city from Druid Hills will turn 
off from Peachtree street into For- 
syth street ‘and run along Forsyth 
street to Mitchell street, Madison 
avenue, Nelson street, Walker 
street, etc., to West View cemetery 
and the cars coming into the cen- 
ter of the city from West View 
cemetery will be operated over this 
same route in the reverse direction 
to Druid Hills. «All 
used on this route 
the paye type. 

“The cars coming 
center of the tity from the 
avenue route will turn into 
at Houston street 
and run along Peachtree and White- 
hall street to Mitchell street, and 
thence along Mitchell street to 
South Pryor street, end out South 
Pryor street to the federal prison, 
and incoming cars from South Pry- 
or street will he operated over this 
route in the reverse direction out 
Highland avenue. 

“The inbound cars 
Hunter astreet will turn north 
Whitehall street at East Hunter 
street, and run on Whitehall street, 
Peachtree street and West Peach- 
tree street to Seventeenth street, 
and the cars from West Peachtree 
street will be routed out East Hun- 
ter street in the reverse direction. 
West Peachtree’s local service now 
stops at Sixth street. This plan 
contemplates its being extended to 
Seventeenth street, which meang 
that the patrons of the company liv- 
ing between Sixth street and Sev- 
enteenth street will receive, in ad- 
dition to the service which they 
already have, an additional ten- 
minute schedule.

“The inbound cars from 
Luckie street line will turn into 
Forsyth street at Walton street 
and proceed thence along Forsyth 
street, Whitehall street and out Mc- 
Daniel street. The McDaniel street 
cars will be routed in the reverse 
direction out Luckie street except 
that they will turn off from Forsyth 
street into Mitchell street and pro- 
ceed thence along Mitchell street to 
Broad street and along Broad street 
to Luckie street, thence out Luckie 
street.

There were clerks 
galore to take down the opinions of 
these men, and when at last they 
had come to the consensus of the 
opinion pervading the sevegty com- 
missions, it was laid before forty- 
eight other commissions, who 


checked up, in every possible way, 


These forty-eight commissions held } 


something over six hundred confer- 
ences. Then the rough draft of the 
treaty was laid before the council 
of four. 

Into this treaty was written much 
of the meaning of Mr. Wilson’s four- 
teen points. His word was taken 
with greater respect than any other 
in the council because it was gen- 
erally believed all over Europe, from 
the greatest to the lowest mind, that 
America wanted nothing but an 
agreement which would mean the 
peace of the world. 

Of course, there were more or less 
compromises, which meant more to 
every other country than America, 
because they had more to gain and 
more to lose, \ 

Think for one moment 'what it 
meant to have. the great countries 
of the world planning peace and 
when the document was finished, 
although it was certain that not one 
country got exactly what it wanted, 
yet each was willing to give up for 
the good of the whole much of the 
fruit of its victory. 

This leazue of nations treaty is 
not Mr. Wilson’s ‘treaty, not Mr. 
Clemencéau's treaty, not Mr. Lloyd- 
George’s treaty, nor Mr. Orlando, 
who spoke for the Italian people, 
but it is in reality a league of na-
